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NEWSROOM NOTES— Chil­ 
dren who are restless, easily 
distracted fro m what they are 
do ing and hav e difficulty co n­ 
centrating may be what phy si­ 
cians call hy perkinetic o r hy ­ 
peractiv e children. 
Kurt Glaser, M.D., asso ci­ 
ate pro fesso r o f pediatrics 
and clinical pro fesso r o f psy ­ 
chiatry at the Univ ersity o f 
Mary land, ex plains that hy ­ 
perkinetic children are mini­ 
mally brain damag e but the 
co nditio n can no t be diag ­ 
no sed by brain tests; rather, 
it is co ncluded by the behav ­ 
io r o f the child. 
“ 'Die hy perkinetic child is 
o ne who do esn’t perfo rm in 
scho o l because so mething in­ 
hibits him fro m learning o r be­ 
hav ing . Hie child is in co nstant 
mo tio n which pro hibits him 
fro m perfo rming tasks o r lis­ 
tening to so mething . He walks 
aro und and wig g les aro und in 
his chair all the time. 
“ The pre-scho o l child,” he 
co ntinued, “ o f co urse isn’t 
put to the test o f fo rced be­ 
hav io r, but his hy peractiv ity 
can be reco g nized also . He is 
mo re jumpy and activ e than 
the no rmal child. So metimes 
a parents will say that the 
child, as an infant, almo st 
jumped o ut o f his parent’s 
arms while being fed. Since 
the hy perkinetic child’s ey e- 
muscle co o rdinatio n is po o r 
he may spill his milk o r dro p 
his fo o d. This can easily be 
mistaken as bad behav io r, 
which it’s no t. 
“ We o ften find, after ev alua­ 
tio n by the phy sician, that the 
hy perkinetic child is the awk-

ward child— the o ne who falls 
o v er his feet o r is all thumbs. 
This child also has tro uble writ­ 
ing — he may scribble because 
his ey e-muscle co o rdinatio n 
prev ents him fro m do ing well.” 
Acco rding to Dr. Glaser the 
hy peractiv e child is usually 
o f no rmal intellig ence and he 
is able to learn as well as 
o ther children ev en tho ug h he 
has difficulties, since he can’t 
sit still o r can’t eliminate but- 
side stimuli lo ng eno ug h to 
co ncentrate. “ Unless we rec­ 
o g nize and help the hy perac­ 
tiv e child early — by the time 
they ’re in seco nd, third o r 
fo urth g rade they ’re falling 
behind in learning .” 
Parents o f hy peractiv e chil­ 
dren sho uld be to ld, say s Dr. 
Glaser, that there is a g o o d 
chance the child will o utg ro w 
his hy peractiv ity during puber­ 
ty . “ It is well to adv ise the par­ 
ents that this is no t auto matic. 
If the child— with his lack o f 
ability to co ncentrate o r sit 
still— is criticized by his teach­ 
er and is made fun o f by o ther 
children, he will dev elo p psy ­ 
cho lo g ical pro blems which co n­ 
tinue after his hy peractiv ity 
g o es away . 
“ If a child sho ws scho o l dif­ 
ficulties, ev en in early y ears 
like nursery scho o l, and the 
child is ’tearing the place up’ 
o r can’t g et alo ng with o ther 
children, he sho uld hav e an 
ev aluatio n— no t just be pun­ 
ished. The parents sho uld g o 
to an educato r, psy cho lo g ist 
o r psy chiatrist and ask the 
pro fessio nal to lo o k at the 
child and help determine if he 
is hy perkinetic o r no t.”

Warren Faber, District 2 , sug g ested the 
emplo y e pro po sal to clo se the Co urtho use half 
an ho ur earlier each day means that o ne in 
ev ery eig ht emplo y es co uld be dro pped fro m 
co unty pay ro lls, after J ames P. Green, Dis­ 
trict 4 , no ted that the earlier clo sing time is a 
reductio n o f 12 ^ per cent in wo rking time. 
But the idea was dro pped after J . Herbert 
Henning and Do nald Burke, bo th fro m Dis­ 
trict 3, declared the sug g estio n is no t practi­ 
cal. 
All are members o f the Finance Co mmit­ 
tee which to day v o ted to reco mmend to the 
bo ard at the September meeting that Co unty 
Clerk J o hn Sto uffer be directed to ho ld up is­ 
suance o f any check which wo uld cause a bud­ 
g eted fund to g o o v er its limit, and to transfer 
$1,2 8 9 .32 to radio -equipment maintenance, 
$1,000 to juro rs’ meals, and $2 ,000 to juro rs’ 
certificate acco unt.

will v ary . Co unty emplo y e v acatio ns are all 
two weeks, but new pro po sals increase v aca­ 
tio n limits to three and fo ur weeks depending 
o n the emplo y e’s leng th o f serv ice. 
Henning turned the co mmittee’s attentio n 
to the sick-pay pro po sal which increases the 
day s fro m 5 to 10 per y ear. He no ted the wo rk­ 
ers fo r the co unty hig hway department mo st­ 
ly fav o r cumulatio n o f the sick-leav e time, 
and Co urtho use wo rkers g enerally fav o r co l­ 
lecting fo r unused sick-leav e pay . 
He sug g ested the difference is that mo st 
hig hway emplo y es are primarily breadwin­ 
ners fo r their families and are co ncerned with 
the pro tectio n cumulativ e sick-leav e time af­ 
fo rds while, fo r the mo st part, Co urtho use 
emplo y es are the seco nd wo rking member o f 
a family and the ex tra mo ney fro m sick leav e 
time is mo re impo rtant to them.

Demonstrators ousted from campsite 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP)— 
Po lice to day briefly fo rced 
abo ut 
5 0 demo nstrato rs to 
abando n a makeshift campsite 
they had established in Fla­ 
ming o Park in anticipatio n o f 
the Republican Natio nal Co n­ 
v entio n. 
The y o uthful pro testers, who 
set up the camp at dusk Sun­ 
day , left peacefully when po lice 
o rdered them o ut o f the park 
befo re 
dawn. 
They 
were 
allo wed to return abo ut sunrise, 
when the park no rmally o pens 
each day . 
The 
demo nstrato rs 
were 
camping witho ut a permit fro m 
the City Co uncil, which allo wed 
sev eral tho usand pro testers to 
sleep in the park during the 
Demo cratic Natio nal Co n­ 
v entio n in J uly . The co uncil has 
scheduled a meeting to day to 
decide whether they will be 
allo wed to camp there during 
the 
Republican 
co nv entio n 
o pening Aug . 21. 
.The demo nstrato rs hav e said 
they will remain in the park, 
reg ardless o f whether they re­ 
ceiv e the camping permit. 
The pro testers had been to ld 
Sunday they co uld remain in 
the park as lo ng as they did no t 
sleep there. Capt. Fred Ko belin 
o f the Miami Beach po lice later 
said he o rdered the park v a­ 
cated “ because tho se peo ple ac­ 
tually were sleeping in the 


park.” 
“ They were suppo sed to hav e 
so me so rt o f meeting g o ing o n 
and as lo ng as they had the 
meeting 
we 
didn’t 
bo ther 
them,” he said. “ But abo ut 3 
a.m., practically all o f them 
were sleeping so we o rdered 
them o ut.” 
The demo nstrato rs returned 
at day lig ht, bring ing with them 
a breakfast o f co ffee and 
scrambled eg g s with raisins. 
Within an ho ur o f the earlier 
po lice o rder to disperse, the 
park was deserted. 
Ho wev er, they didn’t g o far. 
Mo st o f the wo uld-be campers 
reg ro uped just o utside the park 
alo ng its hedg ed perimeter. 
They fo rmed two g ro ups and 
silently paced back and fo rth 
alo ng the sidewalk, trailed by 
slo w-mo v ing squad cars. 
“ We are just g o ing to keep a 
v ig il aro und o ur campsite,” 
said Zippie Ed Harper, 24, o f 
Day to na Beach, Fla. “ We’ll 
march aro und until the sun 
co mes up and then g o back in.” 
Patro lman Ro cko DeLeo left 
his po lice car fo r abo ut 40 min­ 
utes to sit (Hi the sidewalk with 
abo ut 40 o f the pro testo rs who 
to o k a brief break an ho ur after 
the march beg an. 
“ The kids are all rig ht, 
there’s 
no 
pro blem,” 
said 
DeLeo . “ We just to ld them they 
co uld no t sleep in the park. 


They can march aro und here 
fo rev er, we do n’t care.” 
Abo ut a half ho ur after the 
y o uths sto pped to rest, DeLeo 
to ld them “ o kay , that’s eno ug h 
o f a rest. Yo u’ll hav e to start 
mo v ing ag ain.” 
Ko belin said o fficers wo uld 
co ntinue to “ perio dically check 
the area,” lo cated just six 
blo cks so uth o f Miami Beach 
Co nv entio n Hall. 
Earlier Sunday the pro testers 
— mo st o f them members o f 
the Zippie factio n o f the Yo uth 
Internatio nal Party (Yippies) 
— unro lled their sleeping bag s 
under the park’s to wering ban­ 
y an tree. There was music 
fro m flutes and tambo urines as 
they erected a tent under a 
banner reading : 
“ Turn o n, 
Tune In, Take Ov er.” 
Members o f the Miami Co n­ 
v entio ns Co alitio n tried to per­ 
suade the demo nstrato rs to 
leav e, arg uing their presence 
mig ht cause the co uncil no t to 
o pen the park fo r camping . The 
co alitio n was established to 
co o rdinate street pro tests dur­ 
ing the GOP co nv entio n. 
The Zippies respo nded that 
there were peo ple who needed 
a place to stay and they were 
g o ing to stay in the park. 
Po lice riding thro ug h in un­ 
marked cars to ld the demo n­ 
strato rs sleeping in the park 
was illeg al, but added there 


was n o o rdin an ce fo rbiddin g an 
all n ig h t meetin g . 
“OK, we will 
p arty all 
n ig h t,” said a y o u n g wo man 
wh o p assed alo n g th e wo rd 
fro m th e p o lice. 
Th e scen e in th e p ark lo o k ed 
mu ch lik e th e first n ig h t o f th e 
Demo cratic Co n v en tio n camp - 
in , bu t p eo p le wh o stay ed in th e 
p ark last mo n th said th ere was 
a v ery differen t feelin g Su n day 
n ig h t. 


Po litical discu ssio n , n o tice­ 
ably absen t in th e p ark du rin g 
th e Demo cratic en camp men t, 
flo wed freely Su n day n ig h t. 
Mo st o f it dealt with Presiden t 
Nix o n an d th e p o ssibility o f 
p rev en tin g h is re-electio n . 
“A lo t o f p eo p le did n o t k n o w 
wh at to do wh en th e Demo crats 
were in to wn ,” said Zip p ie Ed 
Harp er, 24, o f Day to n a Beach , 
Fla. “Bu t th at was McGo v ern . 
No w it is Nix o n . Th ere is mo re 
to be said an d do n e th is time, 
an d p eo p le are g ettin g in to it.” 
Th e Zip p ies p ro v ided fo o d fo r 
th e p eo p le in th e p ark — stew, 
bread, h o n ey an d p ean u t bu t­ 
ter. 


Mariju an a, scarce in th e p ark 
du rin g th e Demo cratic co n ­ 
v en tio n , was abu n dan t. Cig a­ 
rettes were ro lled an d p assed 
fro m p erso n to p erso n .

In 1929, 3.2 millio n p eo p le—o r 9 p er 
cen t—were feedin g at th e p u b lic 
tro u gh . In 1970, th at figu re h ad risen 
to 14 .4 millio n —th e 20 p er cen t n o ted 
ab o v e. Bu t th at’s n o t th e o n ly th in g 
th at th e Fo rgo tten Man , th e tax p ay ­ 
er, can weep o v er. City , state, an d 
federal wages h av e b een b o o min g so 
th at th ey are b etter th an th o se o f 
p eo p le in th e p riv ate secto r, an d th is 
do esn ’t in clu de th e man y frin ge b en ­ 
efits wh ich go v ern men t emp lo y es 
get. 
In 1961, fo r ex amp le, th e av erage 
an n u al wage in th e p riv ate secto r 
was $4 ,889, th e av erage fo r all go v ­ 
ern men t emp lo y es was $4 ,859, th e 
federal av erage was $6,27 4 . By 1970, 
p riv ate secto r wages h ad in creased 
to $7 ,4 62 o r 54 p er cen t. Av erage go v ­ 
ern men t wages h ad risen 64 p er cen t 
to $7 ,965, with federal p ay zo o min g 
to $10,597 o r 69 p er cen t. Th is is n o 
secret to Wash in gto n , D.C., emp lo y ­ 
ers wh o fin d it imp o ssib le to h ire 
clerical h elp ex cep t at o u trageo u s 
b egin n in g salaries—an d ev en th en it 
is p retty difficu lt. 
Bu t th is is o n ly p art o f th e p ic­ 
tu re. In th e p ast 10 y ears, strikes o f 
go v ern men t emp lo y es h av e risen 
fro m an an n u al 36 to 4 12—with 
strikes b y teach ers an d o th ers in th e 
edu catio n b u sin ess takin g u p a th ird 
o f th at n u mb er. Th is is directly at­ 
trib u tab le to an AFL-CIO u n io n iza­ 
tio n driv e. 
In 1970, mo re th an fo u r millio n 
go v ern men t emp lo y es b elo n ged to 
u n io n s o r asso ciatio n s, o r 32 p er cen t 
o f th o se wo rkin g fo r city , state, o r 
federal go v ern men t. On th e federal 
side, 52 p er cen t b elo n ged to so me 
kin d o f u n io n . “Th e militan cy o f 
th ese u n io n s is a facto r in th e sh arp 
rise o f go v ern men t p ay ro lls to $110 
b illio n ,’’ say s Alfred Parker, ex ecu ­ 
tiv e directo r o f th e Tax Fo u n datio n . 


Th o u gh th e federal go v ern men t 
an d 33 states h av e laws p ro h ib itin g 
strikes b y go v ern men t emp lo y es, 
wo rk sto p p ages co n tin u e to b e o n th e 
rise. “Usu ally ,” say s Parker, “su ch 
laws h av e ab o u t as mu ch effectiv e­ 
n ess as a p ap er fen ce.” Th is is an 
u n derstatemen t. Time after time, 
go v ern men t emp lo y es h av e go n e o n 
strike in v io latio n o f th e law an d 
h av e receiv ed little mo re th an a slap 
o n th e wrist. City , state, an d federal 
o fficials are mu ch to o timid to in ­ 
v o ke an ti-strike laws, fearfu l o f p o ­ 
litical rep isals. 


Go v ern men t wo rkers u n io n s 
h av e, in fact, b eco me p erh ap s th e 
mo st p o werfu l lo b b ies. On Cap ito l 
Hill, rep resen tativ es o f th ese u n io n s 
b u tto n h o le sen ato rs an d co n gress­ 
men , deman din g an in ceasin gly 
larger sh are o f th e tax do llar. Th ey 
h av e th e kin d o f mu scle wh ich lo b ­ 
b y ists fo r th e n atio n ’s b iggest co rp o ­ 
ratio n s en v y . An d at th e Wh ite 
Ho u se, th ey h av e b een p u ttin g gro w­ 
in g p ressu re o n ev ery Presiden t 
sin ce Jo h n F. Ken n edy to rev o ke th e 
Ex ecu tiv e Order wh ich b ars co m­ 
p u lso ry u n io n ism in th e Federal Es­ 
tab lish men t. Th is wo u ld giv e th e 
go v ern men t emp lo y es u n io n s almo st 
in v in cib le p o wer. 
Bu t th ere is o n e o th er asp ect to 
th e p ro b lem. At th e p resen t time, 
federal emp lo y es’ salaries make u p 
mo re th an a fifth o f th e n atio n al 
b u dget. Th is is o n e o f th e reaso n s 
wh y it b eco mes ev er mo re difficu lt, 
if n o t imp o ssib le, to redu ce go v ern ­ 
men t ex p en ditu res o r to b alan ce th e 
b u dget. Th is o r th at p ro gram can b e 
elimin ated—th o u gh Co n gress b alks 
migh tily . Bu t sav in gs o f th at so rt are 
swallo wed u p b y th e co n gressio n al 
eagern ess to h an d o u t b igger sal­ 
aries. 
Wh at is difficu lt to u n derstan d is 
wh y th e v o ter an d tax p ay er sits idly 
b y wh ile go v ern men t wo rkers make 
mo re mo n ey , p lu s gen ero u s p en ­ 
sio n s, p lu s o th er b en efits n o t av aila­ 
b le to th o se in th e p riv ate secto r. 
Do es th e tax p ay er kn o w wh y h e 
mu st sh ell o u t so mu ch ev ery p ay ­ 
day ? Ob v io u sly n o t, o r th ere wo u ld 
b e a real tax reb ellio n in th is co u n ­ 
try . Are th ere reaso n s o th er th an 
raw p o litical p ressu re fo r th is situ a­ 
tio n ? Ask y o u r co n gressman .

On e o f th e great my steries o f 
mo dern time is th e fact th at so man y 
wild, v io len t films are giv en a p lu s 
ratin g as b ein g o kay fo r th e kids. 
Oth er featu res, with a few well-ch o s­ 
en swear wo rds, are Rated R o r X 
b u t co n tain n o n e o f th e v io len ce an d 
cru elty o f th e so -called ch ildren ’s 
mo v ies. 
Fo r in stan ce, “ Tru e G rit,” 
sn atch ed all th e p rizes an d awards 
two y ears ago . It receiv ed th e b ig 
o kay fro m th e cen so rs in a screen 
p lay th at b egan with a h an gin g an d 
en ded with a massacre! Ap p aren tly 
th e ap p earan ce o f Jo h n Way n e an d 
th e clu ster o f tru stin g ch ildren in th e 
su p p o rtin g cast were en o u gh fo r 
so me critics to o v erco me th e raw v i­ 
o len ce an d p ro fessio n al killin gs. 
Two Un itarian - Un iv ersalist 
ch u rch men h av e taken o n th e ch il­ 
dren ’s film san ctity , esp ecially en ­ 
jo y ed b y th e Ho u se o f Disn ey , to 
p o in t o u t th e h eartach e an d h o rro r 
th at p asses fo r en tertain men t.

Bu t it can b e said with certain ­ 
ty th at men h igh in th e Nix o n admin ­ 
istratio n are p riv ately p redictin g 
th at if th e Co mmu n ist u n dergro u n d 
co n tin u es to gro w at th e p resen t rate 
we will see in Th ailan d with in fo u r 
an d a h alf to fiv e y ears a fu ll b lo wn 
in su rgen cy co mp arab le to th e ear­ 
lier day s in Vietn am. 
Th is crisis wo u ld p resen t th e 
Presiden t o f th e Un ited States in 1977 
with th e same ty p e o f decisio n Presi­ 
den t Jo h n F. Ken n edy faced in th e 
early 1960s.

In p art it is b ecau se th e 
stru ctu re o f go v ern men t is weak an d 
in efficien t th ro u gh th e great sweep 
o f Th ailan d’s ru ral areas an d in 
mo st o f its cities an d to wn s. 
Th is rep o rter in 900 miles o f trav ­ 
el b y car th ro u gh ru ral Th ailan d a 
few y ears b ack fo u n d wide b elts o f 
h o p elessn ess. Co u n try p eo p le I q u es­ 
tio n ed felt deserted b y th eir go v ern ­ 
men t. Man y were co n v in ced th eir 
o fficials h ad n o in terest in th eir wel­ 
fare. Th ey saw little ligh t in th e fu ­ 
tu re. Farmers were p erp etu ally in 
h o ck to mo n ey len ders. Th ere was n o 
en d to lo cal co rru p tio n desp ite o ffi­ 
cial stab s at stemmin g th e tide. 


Sev eral y ears b ack, u n der Amer­ 
ican p ro ddin g, th e Th ais wro te a n ew 
co n stitu tio n an d liv ed b y it to so me 
ex ten t fo r a time, b u t a co u p b y th e 
military men (wh o h ad wo n th e elec­ 
tio n an d were th erefo re already in 
p o wer) ab o lish ed elected legisla­ 
tu res an d dro v e so me o f th e to p men 
in th e co u n try in to o u tsp o ken o p p o si­ 
tio n . 
American aid h as b een av ailab le 
in su fficien t amo u n ts. Th ere is deep 
in terest in Th ailan d amo n g to p Nix ­ 
o n o fficials, th e co u n try b ein g a 
kin gp in in o u r So u th east Asia strat­ 
egy . Th e Th ai' army h as made 
marked imp ro v emen t in recen t 
y ears an d h as sh o wn u p well in th e 
figh tin g in Lao s. 
Th e Un ited States h as sp en t co n ­ 
siderab le su ms o n th e Th ai p o lice 
an d o n eco n o mic an d so cial aid. Bu t 
th e military go v ern men t seemin gly 
do es n o t kn o w h o w to take h o ld ei­ 
th er in th e cities o r p ro v in ces with 
p ro grams th at will b rin g co n fiden ce 
amo n g th e p eo p le. Th e military 
leaders ap p aren tly do n o t kn o w h o w 
to b rin g ab o u t th e req u ired b asic 
min imu m efficien cy o f go v ern men t 
eith er in Ban gko k o r ru ral Th ailan d 
to win th e tru st o f its ru ral citizen s.

wa ter, etc., it ca nnot be la beled 
ha mburger. 
Ground beef conta ins up to 30 
per cent 
fa t 
but 
usua lly 
reta ilers limit fa t content to 20 
or 25 per cent. Only the fa t 
norma lly on the mea t is used.

less 
shrinka ge with ground beef. 
Ground chuck, slightly lea ner

Job sharing helping 
thousands of women

BOSTON (AP) - Looking for 
a compromise between full­ 
time housework a nd full-time 
employ ment? 
Thousa nds of women now 
stuck a t home with kids a nd 
dust mops a re, a nd the concept 
of job sha ring ma y be a n a n­ 
swer. Consider these ex a mples: 
Ma rie Ma la ro, housewife a nd 
mother of two, is one of two 
la wy ers sha ring one full-time 
position a t the Smithsonia n In­ 
stitution in Wa shington. 
Ba rba ra Springer of Ardsley , 
N.Y.. housewife a nd mother of 
three, is one of two libra ria ns 
sha ring one position a t a col­ 
lege libra ry nea r their home. 
Alice Ma cDona ld of Newton 
Center, Ma ss., housewife a nd 
mother of two, is one of two so­ 
cia l workers sha ring one ca se­ 
loa d in the Ma ssa chusetts Pub­ 
lic Welfa re Depa rtment. 
All a re pa rticipa nts in job 
sha ring—two pa rt-time workers 
ca rry ing the responsibility of 
one full-time position. Women’s 
groups a re showing enthusia sm 
for the concept; ma ny potentia l 
employ ers a re more gua rded in 
their rea ction. 
“ I feel like a person a ga in,” 
sa id Ms. Ma la ro, a s she prefers 
to be ca lled. “ When y ou sta y 
home, the housework becomes 
dull a nd monotonous. But when 


I got into the lega l profession 
a ga in, I sa w things a t home a re 
just a s importa nt a s those in 
the office. The da y s I’m a t 
home, I enjoy it more. I ha ve 
more perspective now.” 
Mrs. Springer a nd Mrs. Ma c­ 
Dona ld a gree. They sa y they ’re 
home in time to ha ve dinner on 
the ta ble, don’t feel a s tired 
during the da y a nd, perha ps 
more importa nt to them, ha ve 
a n identity of their own. 
All three women split fringe 
benefits such a s sick lea ve a nd 
va ca tion with their pa rtners. 
All concede tha t they a re not 
pa id the full going ra te for the 
workloa d they a ssume, but in­ 
sist they a re willing to ta ke less 
money in ex cha nge for a flex ­ 
ible time schedule. 
Advoca tes of job sha ring sa y 
putting two pa rt-time workers 
in one full-time position ca n be 
a n economica l, efficient mea ns 
of obta ining a high-qua lity per­ 
forma nce. 
“ You ca n get a bigger pa y -off 
from 
pa rt-time 
employ ment 
tha n from (me full-time person 
who doesn’t work a t full ca pa c­ 
ity ,” sa id Felice N. Schwa rtz. 
“ You increa se y our reservoir of 
people to dra w from. There’s a 
higher energy level. Employ ers 
must rea lize tha t if they ’re not 
more flex ible with job sched­ 
ules, 
they ’ll ha ve 
to com­ 
promise qua lity .”

In the six 
y ea rs the service ha s been op­ 
era ting, she sa id, it ha s loca ted 
only six women in sha red jobs. < * 
Directors of the Boston Proj­ 
ect for Ca reers sa id they ha ve 
ta lked with 50 employ ers a bout 
job sha ring since la st Septem­ 
ber. None ha s been willing to 
ex periment with the idea . 
A two-y ea r pilot progra m 
sponsored by Ca ta ly st with the 
Ma ssa chusetts Depa rtment of 
Socia l Services in Boston re- , 
suited in 1,500 job inquiries. 
Fifty pa rt-time ca se workers 
were hired for 25 full-time jobs^ - 
Depa rtmenta l sta tistics show 
tha t ha lf-timers ha d proportio- -» 
na lly more fa ce-to-fa ce client 
conta cts tha n their full-tim^ 
counterpa rts a nd quit a t one- - 
third the usua l ra te.

Death takes 
Ralph Smith 


ALTON, Dl. (AP) - Ralph 
Ty ler Smith’s life-long dream 
was to serv e in the U.S. Senate, 
his colleagu e and fellow Re­ 
pu blican, Sen. Charles H. Per­ 
cy , recalled Su nday night. 
Smith’s dream was fu lfilled 
in September 1969 when Gov . 
Richard B. Ogilv ie appointed 
him to fill the Senate seat left 
v acant by the death of Sen. Ev ­ 
erett M. Dirk sen. He stay ed in 
the Senate u ntil Janu ary 1971, 
when Democrat Adlai E. Ste­ 
v enson III defeated him in the 
1970 general election to fill the 
remaining fou r y ears of Dir­ 
k sen’s term. 
Smith, 56, former speak er of 
the Illinois Hou se, died Su nday 
of an apparent heart attack in 
a neighbor’s home in Alton. It 
was his third heart attack in 
two y ears, his phy sicians re­ 
ported. 
When he entered the Senate, 
the Illinois Repu blican told re­ 
porters: “I don’t delu de my self 
into think ing I’m another Dir­ 
k sen, bu t I lik e to think I can 
bring something to the Senate. 
If I look at his footprints, all I 
can do is feel small.” 
Smith, a nativ e of Granite 
City , mov ed to Alton in 1946. 
He was gradu ated from niinois 
College in Jack sonv iUe in 1937 
and receiv ed a law degree from 
Washington Univ ersity in St. 
Lou is in 1940. 
He entered the Nav y and 


serv ed u ntil 1946. After World 
War II he retu rned to Alton, 
where he was a Repu blican 
precinct committeeman and an 
attorney for the Alton school 
board. 


In 1952 he ran u nsu ccessfu lly 
for state representativ e from 
Alton. He won on his second try 
in 1954, and was re-elected 
eight times from the district. 
He was serv ing his second 
term as speak er of the niinois 
Hou se when Gov . Ogilv ie tap­ 
ped him to fill the Senate v a­ 
cancy . 
In the Senate, he was a firm 
su pporter of President Richard 
M. Nix on. When he faced Ste­ 
v enson in 1970, he made su p­ 
port of the President the pri­ 
mary issu e of his campaign. 
President Nix on and Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew were 
among those who campaigned 
for Smith. 
Stev enson carried the state 
by 500,000 v otes. 
Ogilv ie said Su nday that 
Smith was “a fighter and a 
conciliator, a man of principle 
who k new the v alu e of com­ 
promise,” and ‘‘a politician in 
the best sense of that mu ch-ma­ 
ligned word.” 
Smith is su rv iv ed by his wid­ 
ow, Mary Elizabeth, and a 
dau ghter, Sharon. 
Fu neral arrangements were 
incomplete.

The city o f Chicag o alo ne has 
almo st two -thirds o f the state’s 
to tal. 
In Illino is, 24 1 municipalities 
hav e o ne-man po lice depart­ 
ments, and an additio nal 288 
hav e fro m 2 to 10 men (Hi their 
fo rce.
